the direction of Abraham Flexner. 
The 
introduction, 
wThich 
recom­ 
mends the most sweeping reforms in 
the system of medical 
education, 
was written by Henry S. Pritchett, 
president of the foundation. 
Some of the alegations made in 
the report of Flexner are sum m ari­ 
ly suppressed. 
Some of the allegations made in 
the report of Flexner are contained 
in the following sentences: 
“ Neither of the Arkansas medical 
schools has a single redeeming fea­ 
ture. 
“ Really satisfactory 
medical edu­ 
cation is not now to be had in 
Ala­ 
bama. 
“Chicago is in respect to medical 
education the plague 
spot 
of the 
country. 
“ Iowa has twao and three tiroes 
as many doctors as are needed. 
“Colorado is 
overcrowded 
with 
doctors. 
1 An Iowa school is a disgrace to 
the state and should be summarily 
suppressed. 
“Some of M aryland’s schools be­ 
long to the worst type of American 
schools.’’

its own forces, England is protest­ 
ing to China because the latter is 
doing the same thing. 
"His M ajesty's governm ent is un­ 
able to believe," explained Foreign 
! Minister Sir Edw ard Grey, in a re­ 
cent letter directing E ngland’s re­ 
presentative a t Pekin to warn Chi­ 
na, " th a t the presence of a large 
Chinese arm y on the frontier can be 
acquired for simple police duty." 
W hat England most fears is that 
China will attem p t 
to seize the 
three border states, Nepal, Sikkim 
and Bhuton, which because’ of their 
friendliness toward 
England 
have 
been allowed to m aintain nominal 
independence,

Hindoo
